Tarbo  is  dead! 

Close  on  the  heels  of 
the  news  of  the  B.  Y. 
U.’s  narrow  victory 
over  the  Utah  State 
Aggies  comes  the 
startling  announcement 
that  Tarbo,  erstwhile 
male  mascot  of  the  Y, 
is  dead  at  his  home 
378  east  eighth  north, 
Provo.  The  165  pound 
feline  was  found  by  a 
Y NEWS  correspond- 
ent in  the  kitchen  ol 
his  home  below  the 
library  at  one  thirty 
eight  o’clock  p.  m. 
Saturday  watched  over 
by  his  common  law 
wife  Cleo. 

His  death  comes  as 
a great  shock  to  his 
many  admirers  as  the 
great  cat  has  been  in 
excellent  health  since 
living  in  Provo  and 
and  outside  of  the 
burst  for  freedom 
made  by  him  and  his  wife  on  Septem- 
ber thirty  first  has  been  quiet  and 
peaceful  and  lived  the  life  of  any 
other  orderly  citizen  in  a spot  as  un- 
troubled as  the  garden  city. 

Foul  Play  Suspected 
Although  at  first  glance  Tarbo’s 
death  seems  to  be  one  from  natural 
causes,  several  coincident  issues  ap- 
pear that  may  throw  considerable 
light  on  the  cougar’s  demise.  In  the 
first  place  the  shadow  of  suspicion 
has  fallen  on  the  well  known  figure 
of  Glenn  S.  Potter,  former  Banyan 
editor  and  attendant  to  Cleo.  Potter 
has  been  seen  about  Provo  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks  until  the  morn- 
ing after  the  cats  decease  the  cow- 
boy artist  was  nowhere  to  be  found 
by  attaches  of  the  Y NEWS  who 
sought  to  obtain  a statement  from 
him  in  connection  with  Tarbo’s  un- 
timely death.  POTTER  HAS  DIS- 
APPEARED! 

It  has  been  common  knowledge 
around  the  Y campus  that  the  ex- 
Banyan  editor  has  been  paying  atten- 
tions to  Cleo,  wife  of  the  deceased 
and  that  on  several  occasions  Potter 
has  been  warned  to  cease  his  visits 
to  the  cougar  home.  Near  the  close 
of  school  last  spring  Hillman  Snell, 
761  north  fourth  east,  reports  having 
seen  Potter  and  Tarbo  in  animated 
conversation  near  the  front  door  of 
the  cougar  home.  This  followed 
several  disputes  in  which  Potter  had 
been  repeatedly  warned  to  quit  sleep- 
ing the  house  when  he  (Tarbo)  was 
away  on  a hunt. 

Tarbo  is  Given  Floater 
Other  clues  have  appeared  which 
makes  it  impossible  to  pin  the  quilt 
on  Potter  without  further  investiga- 
tion. Among  these  is  the  petition 
signed  by  one  hundred  and  sixty 
six  citizens  to  have  Tarbo  and  Cleo 
removed  from  the  neighborhood  on 
account  of  their  demoralizing  living 
habits.  This  petition  was  circulated 
immediateily  after  the  outbreak  on 
October  the  fifth.  In  case  one  of 
these  citizens  is  at  the  bottom  of  the 
insidious  plot  the  Y NEWS  claim  all 
movie  rights  to  the  story,  in  which 
all  these  people  will  be  in  turn  ac- 
cused of  the  poisoning  of  the  cat  and 
the  one  hundred  and  sixty  sixth  and 
most  innocent  looking  of  the  lot  is 
finally  found  guilty  of  the  heinous 
crime. 

As  we  go  to  press  reports  from  the 
police  .station  indicate  that  Potter  is 
still  at  large  although  police  in  every 
city  of  the  intermountain  west  arc  on 
his  trail. 

Possibilities  advanced  from  the 
meager  knowledge  at  hand  seem  to 
indicate  that  either  Potter  poisoned 
Tarbo;  Cleo  poisoned  him  so  she 
could  have  Glenn;  one  of  the  one 
hnudred  and  sixty  six  citizens  poison- 
ed him;  or  Tarbo  found  who  his  rival 
was  and  just  died  of  shame.  Another 
possibility  is  that  he  may  have  been 
listening  to  the  results  of  the  game 
Friday  and  died  of  excitement. 

Tarbo  is  survived  by  his  wife  Cleo 
and  the  B.  Y.  U.  student  body.

Particularly  in  Provo  is  cooperation  assuming  a new  role,  not 
only  for  alumni,  but  for  a host  of  intimate  institutional  friends 
whose  every  interest  includes  efforts  looking  to  the  growth  of  B. 
Y.  U. 

Once  one  “rubs  elbows”  with  alumni  of  other  institutions, 
from  near  and  far,  and  parUkes  of  their  enthusiam  for  the  activities 
of  their  Alma  Mater,  he  is  alert  to  discern  if  a like  spirit  is  evident 
among  his  own  alumni  members.  A wee  bit  IS  being  found,  with- 
out effort.  So  one  must  be  optimistic  for  the  morrow,  not  only 
athletically,  as  far  as  alumni  interest  is  concerned,  but  institution- 
ally. 

Yes,  when  Brigham  Young  founded  B.  Y.  U.  “He  started 
something!”  But  what’s  a start  without  an  admirable  'finish? 


Utah  began  its  1929  R.  M.  C.  grid 
championship  drive  auspiciously  Sat- 
urday afternoon  at  the  expense  of 
Colorado  University  in  the  Ute  stad 
ium  when  the  Redskins  trampled  over 
Coach  Myron  Witham’s  Boulder 
eleven  by  a crushing  40-0  set  back. 

Utah  scored  early  in  the  first  period 
when  Davis  ripped  off  21  yards  for  a 
touchdown  and  Summerhays  kicked 
goal,  was  held  scoreless  in  the  sec- 
ond quarter,  scored  again  in  the 
third  when  Summerhays  skirted  end 
to  cross  the  goal  line  and  then  drop- 
ped kicked  for  the  extra  point  and 
completely  routed  the  Boulder  eleven 
in  the  fin^l  period  to  make  four  more 
touchdowns. 

The  Boulder  eleven’s  collapse  in 
the  final  quarter  was  complete  and 
Utah  scored  almost  at  will.  Utah 
used  a dazzling  passing  attack  that 
left  the  Colorado  defense  helpless: 
completing  ten  out  of  sixteen 
tempts. 

Colorado  made  but  one  lone  threat 
to  score  and  that  was  in  the  early 
minutes  of  play.  Failing  to  gain  on 
land,  they  took  to  the  air  but  met 
with  equal  disaster  there. 

The  victory  stamps  Utah  easily 
full  length  ahead  of  the  field  in  the 
conference  race.

Program  Held  in  College  Hall 

Contrary  to  the  plans  made  for 
holding  the  teacher-student  pageant 
and  program  in  the  stadium,  the  ex- 
ercises were  held  in  college  hall,  un- 
der the  direction  of  acting  President 
E.  H.  Holt. 

The  B.  Y-  U.  band,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Professor  Robert  Sauer, 
rendered  musical  numbers  consisting 
of  “The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever” 
and  the  “College  Song.”  Susa  Y. 
Gates,  daughter  of  the  founder  of 
the  university,  and  a member  of  the 
board,  offered  the  invocation,  follow- 
ed by  the  assembly  singing  “Oh  Ye 
Mountains  High.” 

Dr.  Arthur  L.  Beeley,  professor  of 
sociology  at  the  University  of  Utah, 
delivered  the  Founder’s  Day  address. 
He  asserted  that  Church  school  are 
intended  to  be  and  have  been  pace- 
setters, and  that  they  must  give  at- 
tention to  the  larger  problems  of  the 
world.  To  give  the  nature  of  these 
large  problems,  Dr.  Beeley  quoted 
form  the  ten  commandments  of  social 
justice,  saying:  “I  am  the  Lord,  thy 
God,  but  thou  shalt  remember  that 
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I am  also  the  Lord  God  of  all  the 
earth.”  He  continued  by  saying  that 
there  was  danger  in  the  phrase,  “God’s 
favored  people,”  for  he  said  God'i 
people  are  not  chosen  for  favor  but 
for  responsibility.  Men  are  entitled 
for  character  and  service  done,  not 
otherwise. 

Speaker  Makes  Plea 
Pointing  out  the  fact  that  it  was 
problem  of  the  church  school  to 
dehqe  life  at  its  best  the  speaker  made 
plea  for  the  preservation  of  what 
is  distinctive  in  Mormonism,  and  for 
the  perpetuation  of  the  Mormon  sys- 
tem of  living.  The  closing  words  oi 
Dr.  Beeley  pointed  out  the  rtioral  of 
the  B.  Y.  U.  thus:  "The  founders  of 
this  institution  were  not  always  look- 
ing backward:  they  started  some- 
thing.” 

The  band  followed  the  address  with 
the  “Soldier’s  Chorus.” 

J.  Golden  Kimball  of  the  Council 
of  the  First  Seven  Pre.sidents  of  the 
Seventies,  |?ave  a very  entertaining 
and  profitable  talk  to  the  students. 
He  stressed  the  fact  that  the  B.  Y.  U. 
had  been  the  turning  point  in  his  life 
as  it  had  been  in  the  lives  of  many 
others.  He  said  one  point  he  would 
like  the  students  to  get  if  nothing 
else,  was  that  a testimony  of  the  gos 
pel  was  the  greatest  thing  one  could 
receive.  He  paid  tribute  to  Brigham 
Young,  and  especially  to  Dr.  Karl  G. 
Maeser,  his  first  teacher  and  the 


principal  of  the  school. 

President  Harris  Sends  Greetings 

President  Franklin  S.  Harris  of  the 
B.  Y-  U.,  cabled  Founders’  Daj* 
greetings  to  the  school  from  South- 
ampton, England.  The  president  sail- 
ed from  Southampton  for  home  Wed- 
nesday and  is  expected  to  arrive  in 
Provo  on  November  4.  The  greet- 
ings were  read  by  Acting  President 
E.  H.  Holt. 

Following  the  selection  of  “The 
Star-Spangled  Banner,”  played  by  the 
band.  President-emeritus  George  H. 
Brimhall  pronounced  the  benediction 
which  concluded  the  program. 

To  conclude  the  founder's  day  cele- 
bration, the  B.  Y.  U.  freshmen  played 
a tie  game  with  the  Utah  A.  C.  frosh.

PASS 


Recent  games  are  demonstrating 
beyond  question  the  rapid  develop- 
ment of  the  forward  pass  into  the 
most  effective  and  dangerous  weapons 
in  a team’s  repertoire  of  plays.  No 
matter  how  powerful  a defense  is,  it 
appears  helpless  before  a well  execul 
ed  and  well  drilled  forward  passing 
attack. 

Were  it  not  for  the  forward  pass, 
B.  Y.  U.  would  still  be  the  weak 
sister  of  Utah  colleges,  but  in  spite 
of  the  wonderful  stonewall  defense 
of  the  Utah  Aggies  against  line  and 
running  plays,  the  forward  passes 
completely  demoralized  the  Aggies, 
and  their  powerful  defense  crumbled. 

A similar  example  of  the  devastat- 
ing effects  of  the  forward  pass  to  a 
team’s  defense  was  that  at  the  Utah- 
-Colorado  game.  For  three  quarters 
the  Boulderites  made  a great  fight 
against  the  conference  champions 
but  when  the  Redskins  took  to  the 
air  a well  executed  forward  passing 
attack  in  the  fourth  quarter  the  strong 
Boulder  defense  collapsed  and  Utah 
scored  twenty-six  points  in  one  quar- 
ter. 


It  is  significant  how  many  big 
teams  are  taking  more  and  more  to 
this  forward  passing  game.  In  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Conference  two  of 
the  greatest  teams,  Utah  University 
and  Colorado  Agricultural  College 
are  abandoning  their  traditional 
crushing  power  plays  in  favor  of  the 
aerial  attack. 

Utah  demonstrated  its  change  a- 
gainst  Colorado  University  while 
Colorado  Aggies  have  found  the  pas? 
very  effective  in  its  four  games  play- 
ed to  date. 

On  the  coast  such  powerful  teams 
as  U.  S.  C.  and  Stanford  use  the  for- 
ward pas.s  to  no  little  extent,  and  in 
the  east  Yale,  surprising  its  alumni 
and  old  time  fans,  has  discarded  the 
bone  crushing  type  of  play  in  favor 
of  the  forward  pass.

- Teachers  Important  Hurdle  To 
I Clear  Before  “Red 
Letter  Day” 

Slightly  battered  and  bruised  but 
psychologically  in  the  best  of  condi- 
tion the  Brigham  Young  University 
football  squad  reported  Monday  after- 
noon on  the  practice  field  to  Coach 
Ott  Romney  to  resume  its  program 
of  grid  training.  The  bitter  struggle 
that  resulted  in  a one  point  victory 
over  the  Utah  State  Aggies  last  Fri- 
day has  put  the  men  on  edge  for  a 
vigorous  drive  for  football  fame  and 
recognition. 

That  blue  letter  day  last  week  will 
live  so  long  and  fondly  in  the  memory 
of  B.  Y.  U.  football  players,  students 
and  fans,  i$  now  an  important  blue 
page  in  Y football  history  and  the 
team  is  bending  to  the  task  of  pre- 
paring for  an  important  conference 
game  Saturday  afternoon  here  in  the 
Y Stadium  with  the  Western  States 
Teachers  College. 

B.  Y.  U.  has  always  won  from  the 
Teachers  by  fairly  safe  margins  but 
the  Cougar  coach  is  taking  nothing 
for  granted  and  will  not  take  any 
chances  of  a let  down  by  defeat.  All 
measures  will  ta  taken  to  keep  the 
team  up  to  the  pitch  to  which  it  is 
keyed  after  last  weeks’  victorious 
skirmish.

Western  States  this  year  is  report- 
ed to  have  the  strongest  team  in  its 
history.  A fairly  heavy  line  with  a 
light  but  fast  backfield  featuring  the 
scintillating  runs  of  Downs  at 
quarterback  comprise  the  Teachers’ 
threat  to  1929  football  foes.  Teachers 
will  be-  pointing  for  Cougar  hide  in 
their  invasion  of  Provo  this  week  in- 
asmuch as  they  recently  dropped  a 
close  6-0  game  to  the  Colorado 
Teachers  College  and  are  smarting 
under  the  defeat. 

With  half  an  eye  on  the  all  im- 
portant “Red  Letter  Day’’  the  follow- 
ing Saturday,  November  2,  the 
Cougars  will  enter  the  fray  anxious 
to  reserve  all  it  can  for  the  conference 
champion  Utes  whom  the  Y will  meet 
in  Salt  Lake.  As  a result  it  is  pro- 
bable that  many  of  the  reserves  will 
see  considerable  action  this  Saturday 
while  the  regulars  take  a much  need- 
ed rest  after  a hard  early  season 
campaign.

Stellar  Work  of  Budge  of  A.  C. 
And  Schober  for  ‘Y’  Bright 
Lights  of  Game 

Utah  State  Aggies’  and  B.  Y.  U.’s 
claim  for  the  Utah  state  freshman 
championship  in  football  this  year  re- 
mains still  undecided  after  the  two 
frosh  elevens  battled  to  a 0-0  tie  in 
the  Y Stadium  Wednesday  afternoon. 
Much  now  depends  on  the  outcome 
of  either  team’s  success  or  failure 
against  the  State  university’s  green- 
lings. 

The  argument  Wednesday  after- 
noon started  out  as  if  the  Kittens 
were  certain  to  make  a substantial 
proof  of  their  claim  but  after  two 
quarter’s  animated  discussion  the 
Aggies  es.sayed  to  make  their  rebuttal 
and  succeeded  so  well  that  the  con- 
test ended  a draw. 

Both  the  Aggie  youngsters  and  the 
B.  Y.  U.  Kittens  used  airy  means  to 
a considerable  extent  in  their  attempts 
to  score  points.  Passes  so  filled  the 
air  as  is  seldom  seen  in  ball  games 
.All  together  the  Logan  freshies  gain- 
ed more  by  this  method  than  did  the 
Provoites  for  the  apparent  simple 
reason  that  they  tried  it  many  more 
times.  Looking  all  the  world  like  a 
real  general  directing  in  an  important 
engagement  Budge,  Farmer  dings 
quarterback,  should  keep  a fair 
promise  to  the  Aggie  coach  to  fill  in 
the  shoes  of  Joe  Call  next  year. 
His  passes  and  generalship  were 
great. 

While  the  Aggie  Romney  smiles 
over  the  performance  of  his  bounding 
little  india  rubber  quarter,  the  Y’s 
own  Romney  can  flicker  an  eyelash 
of  pleasure  over  thfe  pile-driving 
smashes  of  the  greatly  overgrown 
Schober,  who  shatters  the  line  from 
fullback  position.  One  thing  is  cer- 
tain, if  fans  were  to  call  signals  for 
the  Kittens:  Schober  would  be  called 
on  to  crash  the  line  as  regular  as 
One-Eyed  Connelly  crashes  the  gate 
at  the  big  championship  fights.  The 
big  boy  can  really  hit  and  was  not 
once  stopped  without  gain  by  the 
Logan  dinglings. 

Each  team  during  the  game  had  its 
chance  to  inflict  scores  but  at  no 
time  did  either  succeed  in  doing 
damage.  If  downs  were  laid  end  to 
end  for  scoring  Y Kittens  would  be 
happier  for  they  made  ten  first 
downs  to  the  Aggie  freshman’s  eight.,
